This is not simply dispensing a product, but user interaction with a 
machine which information processes based on that interaction. Furhter, Tognazzini discloses determining whether the electronic money 
is valid where he discloses payment authorizations (column 1, lines 66-67; column 7, lines 27-29) and where appropriate payment is 
received (column 6, lines 42-45) such that there exists a distinction between appropriate and inappropriate payment and a decision is 
made as to the received payment and further where payment is authorized and determined to be valid or invalid by an authorizing or 
validating source (column 8, lines 6-58) Payment is determined to be valid or not valid and this is not merely user authorized as Applicant 
sets forth, but rather is determined by an agent such as a bank. 
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
